Hundreds of Arabs Open Attack on Jews

JERUSALEM, Aug. 14. —

FOUR DAYS of sporadic skirm- 
ishing in the Jaffa-Tel Aviv border 
zone erupted in a pitched battle 
and sabotage with guns, daggers 
and torches. 

Early reports while’ the fighting 
still was going on said four Jews 
were killed and 20 wounded. Two 
dead Jews were taken to the Had- 
assar hospital at Tel Aviv. Nine 
others were known to be gravely 
injured. 

At least 10 Jews and three Arabs 
had been killed in the four days, 
with the finjured mounting above 
60. 

BRITISH TROOPS and police 
by the hundreds swarmed to the 
battlefront today and began round- 
ing up Arab bands of various sizes 
which sniped at Jewish transport 


Say Man Confesses

Government 
apropriated money after non-gov- 
ernment people conceived its pos- 
sibility, and only under pressure 
of war when any chance would be 
taken for a definitive weapon. In 
peace no government would have 
risked a fortune on a mathematical 
formula and the speculations of a 
few scientists.

Editor, Bulletin: In analyzing and 
evaluating the activities of the Jew- 
ish resistance movements in Pales- 
tine take into account the Haganah, 
and the Irgun Zvai Leumi. Unless 


| the basic differences between the | 


two groups is understood, any at- 
tempt at comprehending the sig- 


nificance of their activities is 
futile. May I, therefore, through 
the courtesy of your. column, 


| bring to the attention of your read- 
}ers several facts concerning the 
| Jewish underground in Palestine. 
These, I hope, will serve to clarify 
|the nature of the present crisis in 
the Holy Land, which through lack 
of information has been confused, 
and misinterpreted.

Composed of a small 
minority of Palestine Jews, it was 
formed during the 1936-39 Arab 
riots in defiance of the non- 
aggresive policy which the Hag- 
anah adopted towards Palestine 
Arabs, The Irgun has never ac- 
cepted the discipline of the elected 
representatives of Palestine Jewry, 
and holds itself responsible to no 
one, Thus the Jewish Agency, has 
no control whatsoever over the 
Irgun, which considers it a quisling 
of Britain, On several occasions, 
|the Haganah has foiled attempts 
of the Irgun at sabotage which 
|would have entailed the less of 
|many lives. The Haganah, how- 
}ever, cannot fully co-operate with 
the administration until a definite 
change in British policy occurs, 
Thus, the recent hanging of two 
| British sergeants may be inter- 
preted in the light of Irgun’s com- 
|plete irresponsibility, and its de- 
Claration of a state of war with 
the British. This suicidal attitude 
receives the support of only a small 
Segment of the Jewish population, 
who are driven to desperation by 
provocative actions of the Palestine 
Administration, 

Thus it is evident that there 
are two distinct resistance move- 
ments in Palestine; Haganah, 
| which is concerned with the saving 
|of Jewish lives, and the construc- 
| tive upbuilding of the country, 
responsible to the community, and 
receiving active support from it; 
|Ingun, a small dissident band, com- 
pletely irresponsible, at war with 
|the British, and capable of using 
all forms of terror. Which group 
will prove the stronger depends 
| on the settlement of the Palestine 
problem, with the terrorists grow- 
ing stronger every day so that the 
final solution is delayed.

Vets May Lose 
Training Rights 


OTTAWA, Aug. 14—(CP)—The 
veterans department warned yes- 
terday in a statement that some 
thousands of veterans across Can- 
ada may lose their opportunity 
for vocational training if appli- 
cation is not made immediately. 

Officials explained that in all 
cases except pensioners, veter- 
ans discharged comparatively re- 
cently or undergoing treatment, 
the right to apply for vocational 
training ends Dec 31 of this 
year. Because there still are a 
few months to go, a number of 
veterans are deferring their ap- 
plications in order to take ad- 
vantage of summer employment 

“This iss quite understandable,” 
said one official, “but it places 
us in the difficult position of 
trying to anticipate what the 
training load will be later in the 
year and during the winter 
months. At the moment, train- 
ing facilities are more than ade- 
quate but we are faced with the 


necessity of closing out certain 
institutions and classes because 
there are not sufficient veterans 


taking these particular courses. 

“The expense of these classes 
cannot be justified on the mere 
assumption that next November 
or December might bring an in- 
creased number of applications 
for them. Thus, it is imperative 
that those who require train- 
ing commence while facilities 
are still adequate.”

696,000 bushels of spring wheat, 
produced, mainly on the prairie 
provinces and 19,090,000 bushels of 
fall wheat, which is grown prin- 
cipally in Ontario.

The bureau's report, contrasting 
sharply with optimistic forecasts 
of a bumper crop earlier in the 
season, reflected the scorching 
heat waves, and consequent lack 
of rainfall, which have burned up 
wheat stands on the prairies this 
summer and seriously threatened 
crop prospects. 

The estimate of oats production 
also was down, being placed at 
291,620,000 bushels against 400,069,- 
000 last year, while barley produc- 
tion was put at 564,554,000 bushels, 
approximately 5,300,000 bushes! be- 
low the output of a year ago 

THE RYE CROP looked better. 
Combined output of fall and spring 
rye was estimated at 14,906,000 bush- 
els, an increase of approximately 
100 per cent over 1946. The total 
included 11,802,000 bushels of fall 
rye and 3,104,000 of spring rye 

The flaxseed estimate also jump- 
ed, with expectations of a 10,900,000- 
bushels harvest against 6,384,000 
last year 

The bureau estimated the aver- 
age wheat yield per acre at 15 
bushels compared with the revised 
yield of 17.5 bushels for last year 
and the long-time average yield of 
16 bushels, The anticipated prairie 
wheat yield was 14.6 bushels per 
acre, with Manitoba averaging 20, 
Saskatchewan 13 and Alberta 16 
bushels 

OUTPUT OF the five principal 
grain crops in each of the prairie 
provinces in 1947 was estimated as 


follows: (in thousands of bushels)

A complicated new 
constitution was adepted, and re- 
cognition was obtained from many 
Western powers. 

However, trouble continued with 
Japan, which steadily strength- 
ened its hold on China. In 1931, the 
Japanese began to occupy rich 
Manchuria, where they had valu- 
able interests. They also landed 
troops in Shanghai, and during the 
fighting much of the native city 
was burned. Despite China's show 
of resistance, despite the Nine- 
Power Treaty, the Japanese occu- 
pied Mukden. The three provinces 
of Manchuria, together with some 
territory in Mongolia and northern 
China, were formed into a new 
state called Mavchukuo. This was 
under Japan's influence, though it 
was supposed to be independent. 


In 1937, the Japanese suddenly 
launched an undeclared war on 
China. In the mouths that followed, 


the Chinese lost their seaports one 
by one; their capital, Nanking, 
was captured and sacked; other 
important districts were captured 

The Japanese expected the Chi-

Two Women Geologists Seeking Marry in Church Ceremony 


Academic Treasures in North

Two women geologists, clad in 
bright plaid shirts and blue jeans 
chipping rock formations with 
their “persuader”—an eight pound 
hammer — is a spectacle almost 
guaranteed to evoke cries of “don't 
forget to tell us when you strike 
gold!” from travellers’ along the 
Alaska Highway 

But Miss Elizabeth Olmsted 
assistant professor of geology at 
Smith College, Northampton, Mass 
and Miss Mary Flahive, assistant 
to the director of the Museum of 
Natural History, Springfield, Mass., 
were seeking academic treasures 
for their students in the course 
of an 8,500-mile motor trip to Fair 
banks, Alaska. They will return 
with first-hand knowledge of Al 
aska and Northwestern Canada 

“Textbooks on the country north 
of Kamloops and Prince Rupert 


are practically non-existent,” said 
Miss Olmsted, who teaches a 
course in Northern Canadian 
geology. 


“WITH ALASKA and Northern 
Canada uppermost in the minds of 


Americans at this time, we feel 
that the students should have an 
idea of the geography, climate, 
geology and occupations of this 


area,” said her colleague this week 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs 
Robert A, Andison, 9623 106 street 

The fruits of their 4,800 miles on 
“The Highway,” 250 kodachromes, 
specimens of the different geo 
logical eras exposed in the Rocky 


Mountains, and fossils collected 
from the highway section, should 
give Smith girls colorful lectures 
to fill in the missing textbook 
pages. 

Nature of their trip and a letter 
of introduction from President 
Herbert Davis, of the college. 
assured them a travelling permit 
and they left Edmonton July 2 


From Dawson Creek they travelled 
1,523 miles to Fairbanks. About 26 
days of their five-week trip were 
spent out on the highway studying 
the country. 

THE CHARACTERS they met on 
the way, were highlights of their 
trip: The excited woman who 
claimed she had discovered oil on 
the Liard river; the seertcy sur- 
rounding the action of two rival 
prospectors who were staking their 
claims, and the family from Florida 
who had experienced 19 flats.

Miss Olm- 
sted felt that in future years, it 
might develop into a health resort 
like the famed Circle Hot Springs
